Bringing a moving word 
picture of the plight of 
Middle East im m igrants to 
Israeli, Jeanne Damon. Bel­ 
gian underground heroine

need. Mrs. Damon gave a vivid 
description of how 100.000 immi­ 
grants exist in a shantytown with­ 
out «ven the comforts of warm 
beds. These people, she pointed 
out are there to escape the worse 
inequities of life under commun­ 
ist rule, and they are not the re­ 
sponsibility of the Israeli people 
i alone, but of all Jews everywhere

Israeli people, she said, h a v e 
been building a nation out of the 
desert sand. She termed this an 
exciting experience and a noble 
accomplishment,

they still have a lot to do and are 
slowed down as 
they 
have 
no 
choice but to devote fifty per cent 
of their revenue to arm am ent, and 
that their im m igrants are almost 
wholly neople who have nothing 
Citing the present expulsion 
of 
Jewish people from Rumania, she 
said it is costing them everything 
they own just to get out of t h e 
country and that they come empty- 
handed. to a place where there is 
no work for them, becai se there 
is not money for the badly-needed 
construction. 
It is

country,

added, 
where the average salary for the 
workers is only $100 to $125 a 
month, with living costs In many 
instances, as h i g h as in t h i s 
country, and a high income tax. 
and yet they have just approved 
a special tax of 11 million pounds 
*o finance 
Rumanian 
im migra­ 
tion. 
In appealing for assistance for 
these people, she said "Thev are 
building strength and dignity for 
your children."
